POSTAGE GOT YOU DOWN? 


With the recent increase of postage to .30¢ for 
first or third class mail in Canada, the cost of obtaining 
wood by mail has risen drastically. A issue of wood that 
sells for .50¢ plus .50¢ stamp to matl for it, anda .30¢ 
stamp on @5.A.5.E. for reply, brings the, cost to $1.10 
plus envelopes plus paper, and not always do you get a 
response to your letter. 


As I see it there are Several alternatives, one is 
order more than one wood at a time to reduce the cost per 
wood. If three woods were ordered the cost would be $1.50 
for woods + .60¢ postage total $2.10 thereby reducing the 
cost per wood to .70¢ from $1.10. Another method is to 
order by group, one person sending the letter for several 
people, thus saving on postage. with each person taking 
a turn mailing, it would drastically reduce the cost per 
wood if you had 6 or more in the group even if the return 
mail cost extra postage. we also have several Chapters 
of C.A.W.M.C. across Canada and maybe they should order 
the new issues in bulk and pass the saving on to members, 
With this method even if you were not part of a group you 
could order several different issues at once from your 
nearest Chapter or better still go to a meeting and save 
all your postage by picking your wood up. I would like 
to here some comments on these suggestions, or other idea's 
so get together, discuss it and drop me a line so we can & 
help the hobby and the collectors.

The Guy Fawkes logo is our Canadian Symbol. As you probably know 
Bi Fawkes originated in England ~ trying to blow up the Houses of Pahliament 
back in the 17th Century, 


We run an HA Basic Course for our Military Personnel, an HC 
Advanced Course for Military Personnel & Civilian Police & every 3 years our Ge 
Military people have to come back to be Validated, hence the HC Validation

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BREW WOOD DISCOVERED IN SASKATOON

ecently a few of us collectors from GALsaEy attended the annual 
1 show sponsorea@ by the Saskatoon Coin and Stamp Clubs. While 
we were in our hotel room we did some worthwhile trading with such 
notable wood cellectors as; Paul Johnson (Toronto), Ted Oulds ymeigngh 


and our host Franx Harding (Delisle). It was at this time that Mr 
Hac2lina decided to let us view a few of his recent one-of-kine prize 
wooss From Western Canada. Without Celay we contacted the CAVALIER 


HAIS CENTRE to encuire to see if we could acquire a specimen for 
our fast growing collections. 

Bccording to Aubrey Snyder, a staff membec of the Regina store 
the wooden tokens was mainly issued to advertise the two stores in 
the srovinea of Saskatchewan. These wooden pieces were ofricially 
issued on September 19th, 1979. However, until October 1921 we

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The Desmeules & Dufour Lid. Wooden Nickels... st. sacques. na 


Gesmeules & Dufour Limited began operations in May 1960 in 
St. Jacques, New Brunswick. The firm, situated just off the 
Trans-Canada highway, was managed by partners Irenée Desmeules 
and Antonio Dufour. Their main business consisted of plumbing 
and heating installations, along with retail sales of stoves 
and refrigerators. A furniture line was added in 1966. In 
1974, the partnership was desolved but Mr. Dufour continued 
the plumbing and heating part of the business, adding excava- 
tion work as well. 


In 1962, Desmeules & Dufour Limited received five thousand 
38 mn wooden nickels (printed in black ink) with the standard 
Indian Head obverse design bearing the legend WOODEN NICZEL 
within a circle. The reverse reads (in French) DESMEULES & 
DUFOUR LTD. / Valeur / Sur Achat / $1 Sur $10 / $10 Sur $100 / 
$25 Sur Installatton / de Chauffage / 1 Par Achat. Translated, 
the legend reads: "Value on purchase, $1 on $10, $10 on $100, @ 
$25 on a heating installation, 1 per purchase". These wooden 
.nickels were manufactured by the Elbee Co. of San Antonio, 
Texas. They were mostly distributed as part of a promotion 
at an Agricultural and Commercial Exposition held in nearby 
St. Basile, N.B. Additional woods were later issued but they 
were used for no longer than a year or two. In the mid-1960s, 
the owners found and destroyed approximately 1000 unissued 
woods (possibly as much as 2000). 


At least two unauthorized re-issues (both 38 mn) were made in 
subsequent years by the Elbee Co., both sharing a common 
reverse with the official issue. One of these unofficial 
issues (printed in black) has a Buffalo as the central desian 
and WOODEN NICKEL / UNZIED STATES OF AMERICA around the border 
within a circle. The other, this one in red ink, has the 
Buffalo design surrounded by the legend WOODEN NICKEL / CANADA, 


‘ The two unofficial Desmeules & Dufour Ltd. woods were listed 
UNOFFICIAL ISSUE by Mr. Norman Wells in the 1979 second edition of his Canadian 
(biack) Wooden Money Tokens and Souvenirs as #S 4620-1 and 4620-1-A. 


They were listed under Montreal but Wells’ Supplement hr? 1 
(March 1980) revised the location to Quebec City. This change 
was based on criginal records supplied by the Elbee Co. The 
discrepency in the issuing localities is due to the fact that 
the Desmeules & Dufour Ltd. wooden nickels were ordered through 
a Quebec salesman named Lacroix who apparently had _ been x] 
middleman soliciting orders for wooden nickels made by Elbee. 


Although the quantities made of each of the two unauthorized 

Desmeules & Dufour Ltd. wooden nickels is unknown, they seem 

UNOFFICIAL ISSUE ~ to be much more plentiful than the original official issue, of 
(red) which only a handful are presently known. @9
